Manner ſo peaceable, upon Cauſes ſo evident and 
| nece{lary.) ſhould not onely be looked upon and pe⸗ 
| titioned againſt by them, as a cauſe of Aalen 
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but declared@ be the railing of a war againſt 
them, contrary to Our foꝛmer pꝛoteſſions ot Our 
care ol Religion and Law. And We no leſſe won- 
der, that chis Action of Ours ſhould be ſaid (ina 
very large expꝛeſſton) to be appꝛehended by the 
Inha bitants ot thisCountrey,as an Allrightinent 
and diſturbance to Our People, having been as. 
well received here, as it is every where to be jultt- 
fied, and (e ſpeak now ol the generall, not ot a 
few ſeduced particulars ) aſliſted and ſped by this 
Countrey, wich that loyall Aﬀection and Alacrity, 
as is amolt excellent Example ſet to the reſt of the 
Kingdom, of the care of Our ſafetie upon all occa- 
ſions , and ſhall never be foꝛgotten by Us, noꝛ we 
hope by Dur Poſterity; but ſhall be ever paid to 


them, in that which is the pꝛoper expreſſion of a 
Painces: gratitude, a perpetuall vi care to 
overn them july, and to pzeſerve the onely Rule 


which they can be ſo governed. The Law ol the 
Land: And me are confident, that if vou were 
your ſelves eye witnelles, ye would ſo ſee the con⸗ 
trary, as to give little pꝛe ſent thanks, and hereaf-

People, but by pour own ſingle authozity raiſed to 
. pour 
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pour ſelves a Gusrd (and that ſaggetimes of no 
oꝛdinary numbers, and in no ozdinary way) and 
could not all thoſe Pikes and Pꝛoteſtations, that 
Army on one lide, and chat Navie on the other. 
perſwade us to command you to diſband your 
Foꝛces, and to content your (elves with your oꝛdi⸗ 
nary (that is, no) Guard, oz wozk Us in an opi⸗ 
nion that you appeared to leavie Mar againſt tis, 
oz had any further Deligne? And is it pollible that 
the ſame perſons ſhould be lo apt to Aulpect and 
condemn Us , who have been ſo unapt in the ſame 
matter (upon much moꝛe ground) to tax oz ſuſpect 
them? This is Our Cale, f ing the 
care and fidelity of Our Parliament. 2 is 
kept by Armed men againſt das, Our pꝛoper goods 
lirſt deta ined from us, and then contrary to Our 
EE here re we 
in at once Ur à pꝛi⸗ 
vate Perſon, all Our Authority as a King, are 
wꝛeſted from Us ) And yet foz das to ſecure — 
Dell ina Legall way (chat S John Hotham map not 
by the ſame Fozces, oꝛ by moꝛe raiſed by pꝛetence of

Brngoom 
wille thee In juſtices and Indignities oftred 
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to Us ars countenanced by them who ought to be 
moſt forward in Our Uindication and their pu- 
nichment, in obſervation of their Oaths and of the 
truſt repoled in them by the people, and to avoid the 
dillolutton of the pꝛeſent Government: Upon which 
Caſe the whole woꝛld is to judge, whether We had 
not reaſon , not whoily to rely upon the Care and 
Fidelity of Our Parliament, being ſo ſtrangely 
blinded by Malignant ſpirits , as not to perceive 
Our injuries, but to take ſome care of Our Own 
Perſon, and in Oꝛder to that, to make uleof that 
Autyozity which the Laws declare to be in Us: 
And wyether this Petition. with ſuch a thꝛeatning 
Concluſton, accompanied with moze thꝛeatning 
Motes, gives Us not caule rather to increaſe then 
diminich Our Guards, elpeciau ũmce me law be- 
fo:e the Petition a Pꝛinted Paper dated the 1. of 
May, underwyeitten Hen. Elſing Cler. Domus Com. 
commanding in the name of both Lo2ds and Com- 
eye Power of al choſe Our Countiesto Auel 
the Power of a e Our Countiesto 

ſuch of Our Subjects. as by any of Our Com- 
mands ſhall be dꝛawn together, and put (as that 


Paper calls it) in a Poſture of Marre, charging 


Our Officers and Subjects to alliſt them in the 
perloꝛmauce thereof at their Perils : Foz though 
We cannot fukpeot that this Paper (02 any vere 
Votes not grounded upon Law oꝛ Reaton, 02 quo- 
cations of repesled Statutes ) ſhould have any ill 
infitence upon Our good People, who know their 
duties too writ; not to know that to take up Arms 
againſt e 4 Legal — 
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(that is, Ours) come together to a moſt Legal 
end, (that is, Our ſecuritie and pꝛeſervation) 


were to leavie war againſt As, and who appear 


in this County (and ye are confident they are 
ſo thozowout the Kingdom) no leſle ſatisfied with 
the Legality, Convemency, and Neceſſity of theſe 
Dur Guards, and no lefle ſenſible of the indignt- 
ties and dangers (which makes it necellary ) then 
Wwe are Dur Self; vet if that Paper be really the 
Act of both Youſes , We cannot look upon it but 
as the higheſt of ſcoꝛns and indigmties, Firſt to 
iſſue Commands of Fozce againſt Us, and after 
thoſe have appeared uſeleſle, to offer by Petition to 
9 to that which that Fozce ſhould have 
elected. 

- we conclude this Anſwer to your Petition 
with Our countell to you, That you joyn with Us 
in exacting ſatisfaction foꝛ that unparaleld, and 
ret unpuniſhed Action of Sir John Hothams, And 
that you command Our Fo2t and Goods to be re- 
turned to Our own hands, That you lay down all 
pꝛetences (under pzetence of necellity, oꝛ declaring 
what is Law) to make Laws without Ms, and, by 
conſequence, but a Cypher of Us, That you declare 
effectually againſt Tumults, and call in ſuch 
Pamphlets ( puniſhing the Authozs and Publich⸗

And it you do this, you then (and hardly 
tiil then) will perſwade the wozld, that you have 
diſcharged your duty to God, The truſt repoſed in 
you by the people, and the Fundamentall Laws 
and Conſtitutions of the Kingdom, And imployed 
pour care and utmoſt power to ſecure the Parlia- 
ment, ( fo2 Me are till a part of the Parliament, 
and ſhall be till this well founded Monarchy be 
turned to a Democracy) And to pꝛeſerve the Peace 
and Quiet of the Kingdom, which together with 
the defence ol the Pꝛoteſtant Pzofellion, The Laws 
of the Land, and Our own uſt Pꝛerogative, (ag 
a part of, anda defence to thoſe Laws ) have been 
the main end, which in Dur Conſultations and 
Actions Me pꝛopoſed to Our Selk. 
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
